Sec. 25.211 Establishment of Basic workweek and regularly scheduled 
administrative workweek. 

a. Beads of departments shall* with respect to each group of full- 
time enpl oyees to whom this subpart applies, establish by regulation : 

(l) A basic workweek of kO hours in length which shall not 
extend over sore than six of any seven consecutive days. Except 
as provided in paragraph (b) of this section, such regulations shall 
speeifiy the calendar days constituting the basic woffcweek and the 
msefber of hours of ©mp loyment for each of such cAlendsi' days included, 
within the basic workweek.

Ssnce, it will be sufficient if the agency head (or m official to whom 
such authority has been delegated) prescribes by administrative order 
car regulation the general patters and rules to govern the fixing of 
workweeks, delegating to other officials the authority to apply such 
patterns sod rules in scheduling specific workweeks for particular 
employees or groups. I& scheduling basic workweeks end the additional 
hours ©f regularly required overtime included in the regularly scheduled 
administrative workweeks, the calendar days must be specified, as well 
as the number of hours of euployaent for each ouch day. 
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
